Service to the Community. 
What does that mean, really? 
Helping out during Fur 
Rendezvous, marathons or the 
Walk for Hope? 


All of the above and in no 
uncertain terms. One might 
add: "lending a helping hand 
to your fellow man". 


To what lengths will you go in 
order to do this? Brave the 
cold for Rendezvous? Yes. 
Give someone a tow across 
town? Yes. Call the police is 
they have been involved in an 
accident - if only a fender- 
bender? Yes, most definitely. 


Then consider too, when a 
motorist has been stranded 
due to a vehicle-disabling 
accident, not only are you 
providing a service, but you 
are assisting in preserving 
their job if you autopatch and 
contact their employer to 
advise them of the situation. 


This does not constitute 
"conducting business". You 
are not applying for a job, 
ordering a pizza or inquiring 
as to the store hours of a 
business. 


You are merely advising one 
persons that another has had 
a bit of misfortune and to 
allow for the circumstances. 


The Federal Communications 
Commission clearly outlines 


that Amateur Radio is for just 
that: Amateur-type activities. 
Business radio has been 
established for conducting 
business. The two are not the 
same. 


However, since we have 
chosen to implement ARES, I 
think it is fitting that we keep 
going a bit farther down the 
road. 


The Amateur Community 
has, for the most part, always 
been self-governing and self- 
policing. Granted, there can 
be no room for too much 
latitude. 


However, when you stop and 
render assistance to another, 
you are committing yourself to 
providing whatever you have 
available in order to fulfill the 
obligation. 


At least, if I were the motorist 
and you stopped and asked if 
you could help and I found out 
that you had the capability of 
making a phone call and said 
you could not, I would be 
disappointed to say the least. 


After all, I did not ask you to 
tell them that my bids were on 
Joe's desk or that the Smiths 
were due in to go look at a 
house. Just call and let them 
know why I would not be on 
time. 


There are those of you in the 
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organization that may or may 
not condone this procedure. 


I think it would behoove the 
Club as a whole to consider 
the obvious advantages and I 
know that it would bolster the 
image of the Amateur 
immeasurably. 


I speak from experience when 
I say that four out of five 
instances like the one outlined 
above involved making at 
least two phone calls for the 
accident principal and, 
usually, especially during the 
day, one was to their place of 
work. 


In the past, if you overstepped 
the bounds of legality, a 
control operator came on 
frequency and informed you 
that what you did was a no-no. 


I may be wrong but, if I were 
on the other side of the fence, 
I would not hesitate to thank 
you in writing and to send a 
copy to the News for a job well 
done. 


Especially if you were 
advertising the fact that you 


were an Amateur Radio 
Operator.
